Wa.shingto n — May be the co nservatives in 
Co ngress in bo th po litical parties will make 
up in due time and put up a fight against 
the dictato rship co mplex that seems to have 
seized the Kennedy administratio n.

Will it no w summo n 
all the cabinet secretaries and their assist­ 
ants to find o ut just what did happen in the 
72 ho urs between the time the U.S. Steel Co r­ 
po ratio n anno unced a price increase and the 
time the same co mpany capitulated, as its 
co mpetito rs were subjected to pressure and 
intimidatio n unparalleled in American his­ 
to ry ? 
If the Executive branch o f the go vern­ 
ment sho uld o rder its o fficials to take the 
“ Fifth .Amendment’’ and to refuse to give the 
info rmatio n o n the gro und that it is “ privi­ 
leged,” this in itseif wo uld be significant. 
Meanwhile, this will no t sto p the press fro m 
finding o ut the facts and telling them to the 
.American peo ple.

o ff o ne large so urce o f investment capital 
witho ut pro viding ano ther. 
Mr. Kennedy has taken two steps to mello w 
the po st-steel crisis atmo sphere.

Duerfeldt, the Pa­ 
cific Barrier planes flew nearly 8 millio n 
miles. Of the many planes they spo tted, 28 
were never identified definitely by either the 
B arber’s Po int Co ntro l Center o r NORAD, 
Until they sho wed they were no t embarked o n 
any missio n o f destructio n, these “unkno wns” 
were kept in the sights o f the co ntinent’s en­ 
tire air defense machinery .

Certainly He knew abo ut life’s pro blems 
and disappo intments . . . “ In the wo rld y e

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.Almo st 10 y ears after the American Can­ 
cer So ciety issued its repo rt linking cigaret 
smo king and lung cancer, the British Ro y al 
Co llege o f Phy sicians has repo rted flatly that 
“cigaret smo king is the cause o f lung can­ 
cer.”

The Spectato r ran a funny carto o n sho wing 
a co uple o f advertising men fro m the cigaret 
co mpanies, o ne say ing to the o ther: “ So that’s 
agreed then. We’ll dro p the sex angle and 
play up the death wish.”

In sho rt, the attitude is far mo re ho nest, 
v ig o ro us, and o utspo ken than o ur o wn, at 
least o n the o fficial lev el. Our o wn g o v ern­ 
ment has do ne no thing co mparable to the 
British g o v ernment’s putting up o f po sters to 
warn o f the dang ers o f cig aret smo king . And 
if no t the g o v ernment, who ?

The cigaret co mpanies 
are amo ng the 
largest advertisers in this co untry . Naturally , 
no o ne is go ing o ut o f his way to o ffend 
them. The newspapers have repo rted the 
cigaret-Iung cancer link, which seems bey o nd 
reaso nable do ubt, fairly fo rthrightly (at least 
the o nes I read) and then dro pped the m at­ 
ter. But then newspapers get a pretty small 
slice o f the cigaret advertising. Netwo rk tele­ 
visio n in 1961 go t $8 0 millio n fro m the 6 larg­ 


est cigaret co mpanies. We have no BBC, free

Maurine B. Neu- 
berger o f Orego n is urging a bill aimed at 
restricting the sale o f cigarets. “The Federal 
go vernment,” she say s, “can no mo re per­ 
mit the co ntinued unchecked po iso ning o f o ur 
po pulatio n than it co uld permit the unre­ 
stricted sale o f narco tics.” 
While the cigaret co mpanies still serio usly 
dispute there is any pro o f cigarets cause 
lung cancer, the o ne po int o n which there’s 
no dispute is that lung cancer is gallo ping 
alo ng as a cause o f death at a great rate. 
This y ear 34,000 American males are go ing 
to die o f lung cancer, acco rding to the esti­ 
mates o f the American Cancer So ciety ; the 
death rate fo r American males fro m lung 
cancer will be 34.8 per 100,000 in 1962 as co n­ 
trasted to 3.8 per 100,000 in 1930.

To be co ld-blo o ded abo ut it, we can affo rd 
to lo se tho se 34,000 American males much 
mo re than we can affo rd the hy po crisy o f

y o u will g et a paper say ing : “ The weig ht o f 
ev idence at present implicates smo king as 
the principal causal facto r in the increased in­ 
cidence o f lung cancer,” written by the then 
Surg eo n General Dr. Lero y E. Burney , in 
1 95 8.

Lexington, Ky. 
— In the man’s world of handi­ 
capping horse races, J obie Arnold is about as welcome 
as a swarm of bees at a picnic. 


Her success at picking winners pleases the bettors but 
she has a feeling that her male compatriots would like 
to give her a one-way ticket to Timbuktu. 


J obie believes she is the only woman handicapper in 
the country. For two years, she has picked results for 
newspaper readers on racing in Kentucky, Ohio and 
Florida. In 17 of 21 race meetings, she has been ahead of 
the men in number of winners. 
On opening day of Keeneland Race Course Apr. 7, she 
had a-» rare triumph. 
She picked winners of the first 7 


races and her horse in the 8th race was a close second. 
If a bettor followed her, the payoff on $2 win tickets 
would have been $81.60 for $18 wagered. 
For the first week of the Keeneland meet, she was 
still ahead with a $150.40 return for $98 risked. 


It’s only academic for J obie, however, since she nev­ 
er bets her own selections. “ It only upsets you and you 
don’t watch all the horses in a race,” she said. ‘ 
How does she explain her success? 
For one thing, she has grown up with horses. Her 
grandfather, William Kenney, owmed the farm now owned 
by George Widener. 
She has trained and shown hunters 
and jumpers all over the country.

“ .No, there is always some decider which makes me 
think a certain horse will win.’’ 


How does she feel about having people wager their 
money on the basis of what she thinks. 


“ It puts me under a lot of pressure,” she says. “ I 
worry about people who would hock their family J ewels to 
come out and bet on me the next day.” 
This was especially so, she said, after her 6 winners 
the closing day at Hialeah and her 7 winners at the 
Keeneland opening. “ I was afraid to come back on Tues­ 
day,” she said. “ But was fortunate enough to have 3 
winners.”
